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During the weeks since Marshall
Center Director David King

announced new Center managers, those
managers have been working to staff
their respective organizations. Leader-
ship teams for each organization are
now in place and staffing plans are
being finalized.

Employees affected by the realign-
ment should begin receiving e-mail
invitations next week to an All Hands
meeting in the organization to which
they will be assigned.  These All Hands
meetings will take place the week of
Oct. 4.  During the All Hands meeting,
the organization director will discuss the

new organization’s chart and charter, and
roles and responsibilities.

In anticipation that NASA Headquar-
ters will approve the new organization
structure, the Center will begin operating
informally under the new structure on Oct.
11 and employees should report to their
new supervisors on that date.  Until then,
all employees should continue reporting to
their current supervisor.  Questions may be
addressed to designated Human Resources
Department representatives.

During October, the Human Resources
Department will work with the new
organization managers to finalize the
specific actions necessary to officially

implement the realignment, such as
classifying new position descriptions and
establishing new organization codes.

Officially assigning employees to their
new organizations will be done over a
two-month period beginning in late
October.  The target date for completing
the processing of all official personnel
actions related to the realignment is mid-
December.

In June, NASA Administrator Sean
O’Keefe announced a transformation of
NASA’s organization structure to stream-
line the Agency and position it to better
implement the Vision for Space Explora-
tion. The Marshall Center responded by
strategically aligning its operations.

Forty years ago today, on Sept. 23, 1964, the Marshall Star
reported that a Douglas Aircraft Co. study recommended 1979-
1981 as the earliest, most practical time for the launch of a six-
person rocket to Mars.

The Star also reported that investment in the space program
already was bringing “manifold returns in safety innovations.”
One innovation was the invention of rechargeable batteries that
“require no maintenance, not even the occasional addition of
water.” These batteries could be used to revolutionize the modern
kitchen by allowing cordless appliances, which would reduce the
risk of electric shock. Solar cells for satellites, along with
rechargeable batteries, also were being tested for use on freeway
emergency call boxes so stranded motorists could receive help
more quickly.
